MANSHIP.
Tar removal of Secretary Cox from the
Oabinet marks a new departure for the ad-
ministration of President Grant. General
Cox was called to the portfolio of the Inte-
rior Department less than two years ago, be-
caunse he was not a politician and was known
toshare the President’s purpose to ignore the
counsels and wishes of that very large class
of the Ameriean people, Now he is bowed
out of the Oabinet with savere politeness
because he refused to countenance iniqaities
that professional politicians have learned to
look upon as virtues. Cox retires, and
Oamoron and Chandler have stamped their
impress npon the political policy of the admin-
istration.

It is proclaimed by those who worship
power that this new departure indicates a
whelesome deference on the part of the
President to the political interests of the
Republican party. Whatever may have been
the motive, the result has bul deepened and
widened the apprehensions of the better
olass of the people who desire to be in cor-
dial sympathy with the administration., The
complaint of the sincers, non-office-hunting
Republicans was not that the President
ignored Republican politics, bul because he
fas steadily and obstinately ignored Republi-
oan statesmanship., When in the ontset of
his administration he studied to=discard the
representative statesmen of his party,
he committed a fatal mislake—a
blunder that was worse  than a
prime; and he has floundered in his poalitioal
policy ever sinee, until in despair he ssizes
upon the ever-ready and supple politieal trick-
gters whose self-respect never interrupts
their fawning court to power. The most
lenient view that can be taken of the Presi-
dent’s position is that having got himself into
a hopelest muddle, he is unable to see any
way of getting out of it except by the assist-
ance of tricksters whom every manin the
nation knows to be utterly nunworthy of con.
fidence.

But one of the original Cabinel remains,
and his tenure seems to be uncertain; and
the entire Oabinet is liable to reorgaunization
any day. The President fashioned it at first
ko snit his personal tastes, regardless of popu-
lar opinion. One by one the mistakes, obvi-
ous to sensible men, became annoying to the
President, and he seemed ready to cast the
blame anywhere but just where it belonged.
He appointed men without intellectual fitness
or national reputation, and has discarded
them in turn because they proved to posseas
just the qualities he selected them for. Thay
were failures, of course—they could not be
otherwise, for they were disgualified
for  anything elsa in positions
demanding the highest measure of ability and
sagacity. If, when his Cabinet commenced
to topple about him, the President had rea-
lized the palpable truth that a great nation
requires great statesmanship in the suocess-
ful administration of the Government, the
Repnblican party wounld not to-day be mourn-
ing the loss of Connecticnt, Indiana, Penn-
sylvania, West Virginia, Tennessee, Oregen,
and California, and waiting for Missouri,
New York, Georgia, and several other States
fo be added to the Demoeratic pyramid of
1870,

The world-wide distinection between t(he
mere politician and the statesman seems to
be unknown in administration circles, and
while it remains unknown or unapprecistad,
political disasters will thicken upon the Re-
publican party. But few politicians are
statesmen-—they are as distinot as
mousing owl from the soaring eagle—but all
statesmen ara peliticians, We have great
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scholars, and great orators, and great philo- |

sophers, but the great statesmau can be so
only from his intimate knowledge of the
people and his earnest sympathy with the
pulsations of the popular heart. One such man

Itis the daty of the commis-
sioners to see that the work is done ina
proper manner and that the contractors fulfil
their bargains to the letier, and we beliove
that they will do so. The contractors,
for their part, have a right to legiti-
mate profits, and if they pgrow rich
out of the job no one will have a right to
complain, provided the work is done proporly
and its cost is kept within reasonable limits,
The opposition that is now being manifested
to the Penn Square site is not creditabls to
those who are making it, especially as there
is not the slightest probability that the choice
mede by the people of P'hiladelphin a few
weeks ago will ever be set aside under any
pretext,
